PASSAGE OF THE TARIFF BILL. 


The Senators Anxious for Adjournment 
Which Will be Almost Certain to 
Take Place Next Week. 


WaAsHINGTON, September 10.—[{Special.]— 
The tariff bill was disposed pf by the senate 

ay. 

“ iP by a strictly party vote of 40 to 29. 
There was no excitement during the day. 
The leading senators on both sides simply 

made set speeches, chiefly for political effect, 

and after six hours of this the vote was taken. 

The vote should have stood 39 to 29, for the 

republicans have only ten majority, but some 

republican senator broke his pair and voted. 

It was, however, a mistake, and the senator 

qwho did it will probably explain tomorrow, 

for to break a pair is considered the basest 
<rime a senator can. commit. 

The bill will zo to the house tomorrow, 
for the senate has amended the 
McKinley bill. It is understood that Mr. 
McKinley will move to non-concur and ask 
foraconference. The conferees on the part 
of the senate were appointed this evening, and 
itis believed the bill will finally be disposed 
ot by the middle of next week. In that 
event, adjournment will be had about the 
25th. The senators and members of both 
parties are tired of the session. All want to 
get home, and just as soon as the tariff bill 
goes to the president, nothing can prevent an 
adjournment resolution passing. 

SOME CENSUS STATISTICS. 

The census oftice today completed the count 
of the first and second districts of South Caro- 
lina. 

The count for the first district shows: 

Counties—Abbeville, 46,776, increase over 
1880, 5,961; Anderson, 43,590, increase, 4,978; 
Greenville, 44,250, increase, 6,754; Laurens, 
29,444, increase, 2,123; Oconee, 18,703, increase, 
2,447; Pickins, 16,346, increase, 1,951; Spar- 
tanburg, 55,306, increase, 14,897 ; total, 256,583, 
Ancrease, 44,117. 

The second district, composed of the coun- 
dies of Aiken, Chester, Edgefield, Fairfield, 
Lexingtou, Richland, Union, York and New- 
berry shows a total population of 284,762. an 
dncrease over 1880 of 30,461. 

Edgefield county hasthe greatest popula- 
tion—49,203. Richland comes next with 35,- 
463, and shows the greatest increase—7,390. 

The count of South Carolina cities show: 
‘Newberry, 3,002, an increase of 660 since 1880; 
Columbia, 14,508, an increase of 4,472. 

AN OVATION FOR REED. 

Speaker Reed received a genuine ova- 
tion upon his return to Washington today. 
He reached here early this morning, and 
as he walked down the avenue to the 
capitol on every block some one would be 
heard to cry, ‘‘Hurrah for Reed!” At the 
<apitol he was overwhelmed with congrat- 
alations from the republicans. The speaker’s 
table was decorated with flowers, and a 
beautiful floral gavel, the gift of the clerks, 
rested upon the desk. Each i repub- 
lican member had a. United Sigtes flag. 
in his desk ready to unfurl when Reed 
called the house to order, but they didn’t 
have an opportunity to applaud or wave 
their flags. Reed did not preside. Neither 
did he enter the house during the session. 
Mr. Burrows’s work as speaker pro tem. had 
not been concluded on account of the 
filibustering, and Reed wanted the 
journal of yesterday approved 
before he took the chair. It was not ap- 
proved, for the filibustering continued today, 
and Reed remained in his private room. He 
is, however, expected to preside tomorrow, 
and then he will be given the ovation pre- 
pared. But there will be no applause on the 
democratic side. Tonight the republican 
members and republicans generally serenaded 
Reed with the Marine band at the Shoreham. 

THE DAY IN THE HOUSE. 

Another entire day was consumed in fiili- 
bustering in the house today. The republicans 
seem determined to consider the Venable 
‘Langston contested election case from Virginia, 
and oust Mr. Venable to seat the negro. On 
‘the other hand, the democrats are equally 
determined to prevent it. They make motion 
after motion, and when a roll call is ordered, 
walk out. The vote shows no quorum present, 
andacallof the house is ordered. Then a 
quorum appears, another motion 
is made, a roll call ordered and 
the democrats walk out again. This has con- 
tinued for three days, and the democrats, 
ander Judge Crisp’s leadership, say it shall go 
‘n until the end of the session before any more 
lemocrats shall be robbed of their seats. It is

BURROWS AS BAD AS REED. 


The Speaker Pro Tem. Makes an Extra- 
ordinary Ruling. 
Wasninoton, September 10.—Though the 
Speaker remained at the capitol all day, he 
did not make his appearance in the house. 
But his place was well filled by Mr. Burrows, 
who, in one decision, somewhat out-Reeded 
Reed himself. During the reading of the 
journal, Mr. O’Ferrell demanded a recapitu- 
lation of -the names of members not voting, 
contending that this was a part of the journal 
On previous occasions. The same demand 
has been madeon Speaker Reed, and with 
some reluctance has been acceded to by him. 
But today Speaker Pro Tem Burrows reversed 
the decision of the speaker, and held, despite 
protest from the democrats, that the names of 
members not yoting could not be read upon 
demand. 
ABOUT TO RULE REED OUT. 
According to the views of some of the demo- 
cratic members, the house has got itself into 
&0 unprecedented parliamentary knot, which 
revents the speaker of the house from assum- 
g the duties of his office. The first rule of 
the louse provides that the speaker “shall 
cause the journal of proceedings of the last 
aay’s sitting to be read, having previously ex- 
amined and approved the same.’’ The speaker 
not haying been present yesterday, and his 
lace having been taken by Roaaker ro Tem. 
Surrows, he, of course, could not approve the 
Journal, and until thatis done he cannot (ac- 
cording to this view) assume the office of pre- 
Siding officer.

AN ALABAMA ROMANCE 


In Which a Great Deal of Matrimony 
Figures. 

MonraomMEry, Ala., September 10.—[Spe- 
cial. J—A peculiar case has just been unearthed 
in Selma. It smacks of the romantic, and has 
all theelements of a real live sensation. Last 
Saturday it became noised abroad that the 
pretty wife of a well-known citizen, James 
Dugar, had applied for a divorce, alleging that 
her husband had another living wife. Duger 
was also reported to have left the city, going 
toward Nashville. 

The local press Sunday published the facts 
as rumored, and they created a sensation 
on the streets. It now turns out that 
Dugar had gone to Birmingham, 
where his wife scems to have followed him, 
and where they were again quietly married, a 
compromise having been effected, and a fu!l 
understanding betwoen the parties having 
been arrived at. 

Dugar returned to Selma today, and tells a 
peculiar story, and if true, would furnish the 
ground work for a first-class novel. He says 
he has beew-married four times, to his second 
wife twice. Heseems to have gone all over 
Tennessee and Georgia looking up his wives. 
He married his first wife at Taylorsville, 
Tenn., in 1868. In 1881 he left her in Chat- 
tanooga and went to Atianta. In four or five 
months after leaving Chattanooga, he says, 
he received a letter stating that the woman 
had died of smallpox. Ho then went to 
Greensboro, Ga., where on October 18, 1882, 
he was marrried for the second time. 
His second wife died at Woodville, 
Ga. He went to Selma, where he met his 
present wife,and on October 19, 1888, was 
married to herunder the impression, he says, 
that the woman to whom he was first married 
was dead, as the letter in his possession stated. 

After he had been married about one year 
he learned that wife No. 1 was stillliving. He 
then went to Athens, Tenn., where he pro- 
cured a divorce in April, 1888. But his present 
wife got wind of the affair through some old 
papers that she happened to get hold of, and 
made application to enter suit for divorce, 
when the newspapers got hold of it. As soon 
as Dugar heard his pretty wife was suing for a 
divorce he set about trying to explain matters, 
and claims to have done so satisfactorily to his 
wife, at least to whom he was married a second 
time by the probate judge in Birmingham, be- 
cause, as he said, he discovered his tirst mar- 
riage was not legal, he having a living wife at 
the time. 
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THE SEVEN SMOKING PEAKS.

People in the Neighborhood of Bee Tree 
Creek Alarmed. 

ASHEVILLE, N. C., September 10.—Reports 
received here from a number of reliable citi- 
zens in the neighborhood of Bee Tree creek, a 
tributary of the Sewanee river, twelve miles 
east of this city, state that for the third time 
since the Charleston earthquake smoke has for 
some days been regularly emitted in consider- 
able volume from seven mountain peaks of 
the Blue Ridge chain. The peaks have come 
to be designated as “The seven smoking 
mountains.”’ 

The occurrence has excited the entire region 
in which the smoke is visible, and many of 
the people are alarmed. 

J. W. Boone, a highly respectable citizen of 
the Bee Tree creek neighborhood, has given 
The Citizen, of this place, an account of his 
observations of the phenomena. He says that 
for the past two weeks, each morning about 9 
o'clock, vast columns of black smoke, rising to 
a height of about 300 feet, have issued from 
..Kneb. and five other 
“Blue Ridge mountain peaks, whieh are visible 
from Bee Tree creck. Some of the people of 
the neighborhood visited the mountains and 
found that the smoke, as it issued from the 

eaks, had a strongly sulphuric odor. Mr. 
eons says that these peaks were first observed 
to be smoking in October of the year of the 
Charleston earthquake. That year the smoking 
lasted two weeks. Itthen ceased until last 
year, when for three weeks, beginning in 
September, the peaks were again in a state of 
activity.. This year the phenomena lasted two 
weeks and have been witnessed by more than 
200 people, many of whose names Mr. Boone 
gives. An effort is making to have Professor 
C. D. Smith, geologist of Macon county, and 
General T. i. Clingman, investigate the 
matter as many of the people have become so 
alarmed that they say they will leave. the 
neighborhood.

New Yorx, September 10.—The offer of 
Secretary Windom to pay one year’s interest 
on 4 per cent bonds went into effect today and 
brought a flood of bonds to the subtreasury as 
soon asthe doors were opened. In the first 
hour over $8,000,000 in bonds were presented 
and $4,000,000 more were brought in before 
the close of business. The rush was too great 
for the torce of clerks to meet, and after pay- 
ing off interest on the first bonds presented, 
they were compelled to change the method 
after a receipt was given for the bonds and in- 
terest paid Jater in the m9 fs The subtreasury 
officials have been notified that a block of 
$17,000,000 bonds will be presented Friday, 
and other notices, swelling the total in sight 
to $50,000,000 have already been received.

THE SOUTH CAROLINA DEMOCRATIC 
CONVENTION 


MAKES SLOW PROGRESSIN ITS WORK 


The Straight-Outs Present a Protest, in- 
Which Irregularity is Charged—Per- 
manent Organization Reached. es

The state nominating convention was called to 
order today, and a temporary organization 
effected in the manner foretold in last night’s 
dispatches. 

THE TEMPORARY ORGANIZATION. 

Henry A. Meetze, of Lexington, was mad 
temporary president. 

Judge A. C. Haskell immediately offered 
the following protest, signed by the strightouts: 

We, the undersigned, declare that under the 
constitution of the democratic party, the agree- 
ment said to have been made between Mr. Hoyt, 
chairman of the state executive committee, and Mr. 
Irby, claiming to be chairman gf anexecutive com- 
mittee by which Mr. lwby is to participate in the 
organization of the convention, is irregular, illegal 
and void, and if persisted in, affects the legality 
of the convention, and we enter our solemn and 
emphatic protest against the same. 

THE CONTESTING DELEGATIONS. 

There were three contesting delegations, and 
@ committee on credentials was appointed at 
1 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The convention adjourned to9 p.m. At 10 
o'clock the committee on credentials has not 
reported, but it is understood that all the Till- 
man delegations from the contesting counties 
will be recommended to be seated by the com- 
mittee. 

THE PROBABLE TICKET. 

The probable ticket will be B. R. Tillman, 
Edgefield, goyernor; E. B. Gary, Abbeville, | 
lieutenant governor; Y. I. Pope, Newbergy, 
attorney general; J. E. Tindall, Clarendém, 
secretary of state; B. B. Stokes, Colletem, 
comptroller general; W.C. C. Bates, Orango- 
burg, treasurer; D. A. Townsend, Union, @a- 
perintendent of education; H. L. Farley, Spat- 
tanburg, adjutant and inspector general.

INDIANA REPUBLICANS. 


Meeting ofthe State Convention— Report : 
Committees—The Platform Adopted. 
INDIANAPOLIS, September 10.—Chairman 
Michener, of the state central committee, 
called the republican state convention to order. 
Nearly all of the 1,320 delegates were present. 
After the usual trouble in getting the dele. 
gations seated, Dr. Tf. A. Cleveland, of the. 
Methodist Episcopal church, invoked a 


blessing. 

The committee on permanent organization 
reported Hon. R. W. Thompson, ex-secretary 
of the navy, for chairman and Charles B. 
Landis, of Delphi, for secretary. 
Rules of the national house of 
representatives to govern the provision for 
counting a quorum. Ex-Secretary Thompson 
wasthen introduced as chairman, and was re- 
ceived with tumultuous applause. He said 
that fifty years ago he attended a convention 
in this city where the chief duty was to con- 
demn the democratic party for its policy of 

overnment. He said the history of the last 

fty years had shown that the democratic 
party was still incompetent to take charge of 
the government. He spoke for the better part 
of an hour, going into a history of the repub- 
lican and democratic parties, tariff interests, 


etc. 

At the close of Mr. Thompson's speecha 
platform was presented and adopted. 

Nominations were then inorder. Milton 
Trusier was nominated for secretary of state. 
Heisa Fayette county farmer. Auditor, J. 
N. Monroe, of Marion; attorney general, John 
W. Lovette, of Madison; judge of supreme 
court, R: W. McBride; clerk of superior 
court, William T. Noble, of Wayne; 
treasurer, George W. Pixley, of Fort 
Wayne. 

THE PLATFORM ADOPTED. 

The platform endorses the administration of 
President Harrison and the conduct of Speaker 
Reed; condemns the democratic doctrine of 
free trade; favors reciprocity; approves the 
pension legislation of the present congress; ap- 
proves the silver bill; opposes convict labor 
and child labor; favors the Lodge election bill ; 
opposes alien ownership of land, and demands 
a law to prevent the adulteration of food; de- 
nounces trusts and combinations; favors 
reasonable river and harbor improvements: 
endorses the administration of Governor 
Hovey; demands non-partisan control 
of state benevolent institurions; denounces 
white cap outrages; demands local option 
and approves the original package bill; de- 
mands the election of United States senators 
by a popular vote; condemns the last demo- 
cratic legislature for filling offices with par- 
tisans; denounces the democratic platform for 
making charges against the state and federal 
judiciary; favors free text-books for public 
schools; opposes any interference Jwith pri- 
vate or parochial schools; condemns the 
financial administration of state finances; op- 
poses any increase in state taxation, and con- 
demns the legislative gerrymander. 


A MUDDLED CONVENTION, 


In Which the Two Candidates are Likely 
to Kill Each Other Ont. 


CotvcMBIA, Tenn., September 10.—[Special.] 
The democratic convention of the seventh 
congressional district met here today with 
about two hundred delegates present. There 
will be 145 votes in the convention, and, 
under the two-third rule, ninety-six and two- 
thirds will be necessary to nominate. There 
are only two candidates before the conven- 
tion. General W.C. Whitthorne, of Maury, 
the present incumbent, and Colonel N. N. 
Cox, of Williamson county. The latter will 
have a majority of about ten votes on the first 
ballot. The entire afternoon and a part of 
tonight was spent in a wrangle over the report 
of the committee on credentials which seats. 
both of two contesting delegates in three 
Lawrence county districts. In each case the 
Whitthorne men received a majority of the 
vote cast. Much bitter feeling preva‘ls, and 
one of the leading Whitthorne men, George C. 
Taylor of Mawry, tonight declared as follows: 
“Tf you wrest from the poorest man in the 
poorest civil district in this congressional dis- 
trict his rights, and defeatour man, the ax 
that carries his head to the basket shall ay 
your man’s head with it.” Finally at 10 o’cloc 
tonight the convention referred the whole 
matter { back tothe committee on credentials, 
with instructions to report the -facts. Unless 
there is a very materia! yet in the senti- 
ment now sen Siager, Oe will be impossible to 
nominate either hitthorne or Cox, and 
Giles county will probably furnish the nominee

SPEAKING FOR THE WOMEN. 


The Suffrage Question Before the Missis- 
sippi Convention. 

Jackson, Miss., September 10.—Johkn F. 

Fewell was the first speaker in the constitu- 


‘tional convention today. He said in part that 


he had no fear for the future of the white race 
of Mississippi, as the history of the world fur- 
nished abundant evidence that the Anglo 
Saxon was able to take care of himself. He 
realized that measures should be adopted to 
insure the supremacy of the white man, andin 
the face of the extraordinary preponderence of 
négroes, difficulties in the way were great and 
perplexing. The most serious obstacle to an 
adjustment based upon thé pian reported by 
the franchise committee was presented by the 
fundamental conditions imposed by the act of 
cougress of 1870, readmitting Mississippi into 
the union, ander which the state is forever 
prohibited from imposing an educational or 
property qualification upon the right of suffrage. 
Can anything be done which does not violate 
the spirit of fundamental conditions? He 


could think of but one thing, and that was to 


confer suffrage upon 30,000 or 35,000 white 
wou.en of Mississippi, who owned property and 
were taxed thereon without representation. 

The speaker alsosaw danger in disturbing 
- great labor system of the state. He also 
criticised the Australian system as ineffectual, 
asit would be easy to teach the negroes the 
bames of the candidates so they would be able 
to indicate their choice at electious, though 
they were unable to read. 

The poll tax system, he predicted, would 
disfrachise more white men than negroes. 
Poor white men would not pay it, and poor 
colored men would pay it with means furn- 
ished by republican campaign funds, as was 
the case in Virginia. 

WOMEN WILL HAVE THEIR RIGHTS. 

The speaker essayed to combat what he 
called ‘‘prejudice of education,’’ out of which 
came all the sentimentality that consigned 
women to “her sphere,’’ and relegated her to 
the level of the slave women, he said, and 
could not be kept down. They would have 
their rights. , 

At the conclusion of Mr. Fewell’s speech 
the applause was joud and long continued, 
the galleries, which were crowded with ladies, 
cheering heartily.

The report from the depart- 
ment of agriculture putting the condition of cot- 
ton crop on September ist, at 83 1-3 per cent, was 
less unfavorable than rumors had it yesterday, 
and in conjunction with recent favorable weather, 
turned the stronger opening into a semi-panic. 
The bulls faicly tumbled each other in their hurry 
tounload. In the last hour there was a partial 
recovery on buying to close operations for the 
day, but fina! dealings showed an unsettled mar- 
ket. The Chronicle makes the outturn of the last 
crop, 7,313,726 bales; the season before, 6,935,082, 
and the season before, 7,017,707. The next crop is 
estimated, from today’s bureau report, at 7,500,- 
000 bales. Spot cotton dull and weak.

In the Great Race Across the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

New York, Septemberj10.—The White Star 
steamer Teutonic came in winner today in her 
great ocean race with her rival Inman liner, 
the City of New York. The Teutonic passed

p. m. on the 4th inst., and arrived off Sandy 
Hook light at 7:05 p. m., making the run _ be- 
tween the two points in five days, twenty 
hours, fifty-four minutes. The best previous 
run of the Teutonic between the same points 
was five days, nineteen hours, fifty-five min- 
utes. The best run of the trip was made yes- 
terday—509 miles.

TRAINS DELAYED BY WASHOUTS. 


The Heaviest Rains Known for Y.°ars—The 
Erie Railroad at Hornellsville 
Completely Tied Up. 


GREAT 


HORNELLSVILLE, N. Y., September 10.—T he 
highest flood which has been known in t's 
section since 1850, with one exception, visited 
the valley of Canistee this morning—after a 
night of unusually hard rains. At 8 o’clock 
this morning a third of the city was inundated. 
Crosby creek was sweeping down Canistee 
street and covering the Erie yards. Canacanca 
creek was overflowing, as wastheriver. The 
fire department was called out, and did good 
work in securing bridges and buildings. - The 
Erie is completely tied up, no through 
trains running past this city since 
midnight, when train No. 5 went 
up the western division, but that has been 
stopping at Andover all day unable to get 
either way. Three through trains have been 
lying at this city all day, one is at Addison 
and a fifthat Cameron. No prospect of open- 
ing before morning. It is now raining heavily 
and streams are rapidly rising again, and 
unless it stops within an hour disastrous re- 
sults willfollow. Advices from Canistee re- 
port that village completely under water and 
at the mercy of the stream. Almond, Alfred 
and Center are badly flooded, and much 
damage has been done. Advices from Wells- 
ville says that the wateris unusually high at 
that place and all bridges in that section are 
gone. 

THE FLOOD AT ELMIRA. 

Evmira, N. Y., September 10.—Nearly three 
inches of rain has fallen here in twenty-four 
hours, and the water, increased by the streams 
above, has raised the Chemung river to the 
danger line. The lower part of the city is 
under water. The Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western is not running any trains, owing 
to the high water at Kanona. The Erie road 
is blocked by landslides and washouts at 
Addison, Hornellsville and North Elmira. 


‘The Northern Central road has a bridge 


and track washed out at Watkins. The Addi- 
son and Pennylvania road had a trestle washed 
out near Addison this afternoon and the road 
is blocked. Erie is b!ocked at Wellsville, 
where the storm has washed out the tracks as 
well asthose ofthe Bradford, Eldred and 
Cuba road and the Wellsville and Coudersport 
line. Exhibitors are moving the cattle and 
goods from the interstate fair grounds tonight 
in anticipation of a flood.

The Franchise Granted to George F. Wort 
Makes Trouble.

The ball in 
Macon was opened, perhaps, by a petition 

resented tothe city council last night by 
resident J. C. McBurney, ef the Ocmulgee 
Land and Improvement Company. which 
reads as follows: 

‘I see by the published proeeedings of the 
council that the council was asked by G. F. 
Work to grant himan extension of time to 
complete the laying of his street railroad track 
on certain streets which he claims to have the 
exclusive rightto use said streetsfor street 
railroad. We do not object to an extension of 
time to compleie the work. Wedo most sol- 
emnly protest the exclusive right so far as 
Spring, Ocmulgee and Jones streets. To grant 
such exclusive right would work a great injus- 
tice to the Ocmulgee Land and Improvement 
Company, who, through thiscompany’s efforts, 
a large sum of money has been procured from 
sundry property owners on Ocmulgee street for 
encroachments, as by agreement this money 
was to be expended on opening and improving 
said Ocmulgee strect to enable the Oc- 
mulgee Land and Improvement Company to 
build electric street railroad to their valuable 
property, which now adjoins the city, and 
can only be reached through said streets. 
Said property is, by special agreement with 
your honorable body, annexed to and become 
a part of the city of Macon. It is a well-known 
fact that the legislature of Georgia refuses 
street railroad companies exclusive right to 
build railroads, assigning as a reason tiat it 
would be unconstitutional. Thisis just what 
Mr. Work now asks you to grant.” 


BEN BOWERS IS DEAD. 


Lord Have Mercy on My Soul, What Have 
I Done? 


Macon, Ga., September 10.—[Special.}— 
Mr. Ben Bowers, the stoker of No. 2 Fire 
Company, who was shot last evening by Mr. 
John Vaughn, captain of No. 1 Fire Company, 
died this afternoon at 6:50 o’clock from the 
effects of the wound in the left side just below 
the ribs, the ball having pierced the lung and 
presumably the liver. 

Bowers suffered considerable pain all the 
morning. He was conscious until within five 
minutes of death. About 2 o’clock thig 
afternoon Chief Jones asked him would he 
‘like to eat some chicken soup. Bowers replied 
yes, and the chief went off to a restaurant te 
have it prepared, and ere he could return with 
it he was dead. Bowers was a widower. His 
cousin will decide upon the burying place. If 
he is buried in Macon the fire departinent wiik 
attend the funeral in a body. 

When Vaughn, the man who shot Bowers, 
was told, in his cell at the jail, this afternoon, 
that Bowers was dead, he exclaimed: ‘Lord 
have mercy on my soul! What shall I do? 
What shallI do? Iam ruined for life!” 

Vaughn seems greatly distressed over 
Bowers’s ceath. Tis alleged accessory, W. A. 
Mallory, the printer, does not appear to be as 
“ . ‘as Vaughn: Mailory says he 
bad no complicity iu the crime. 

The coroner’s inquest was held this after- 
noon, but no verdict was reached, and the in- 
quest was adjourned until tomorrow +afternoon 
at2o’clock. The only witness examined was 
Captain W. H. Holliman, of the hook and 
ladder company. His testimony was in ac- 
cordance with the account published in Tug 
CONSTITUTION today. The post mortem ex- 
amination showed that the ball in the side 
and the ball inthe breast both pierced the 
lungs. The ballthat entered the left side 
passed through the body, and was cut from the 
opposite side this morning, by the physicians 
before Bowers died. The ball that entered 
the right breast below the nipple, is supposed 
to have lodged against the heakoen as Bowers 
complained of pain in the back. It was 
deemed unnecessary to cut for this bullet.

But if 
the democratic caucus decides to vote against 
it, as a party. I will vote with the democrats 
and against the subtreasury. 

‘That is my position, briefly and fairly, as 
plain as I can make it.’

| REV. W. A. OVERTO 
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THE CAUSES OF HIS DEATH DIS8- 
CUSSED BY H1S FRIENDS. 


Resolutions adop Which Bear Testimony 
to His Character+His Mind Was Over- 
balanced by Hard Work. 3 


Unton Pornt, Ga., September 10.—[Spe- 
cial.}—At a meeting of the citizens of Union 
Point and vicinity,in the office of Colonel 
John C. Hast, Judge L. D. Carlton was called 
to the chair, and Rey. John 8. Callaway to 
act as secretary. . 


Colonel Hast arose and explained the object! y, 


of the meeting to be to take into consideration 
the life and character of Rev. W. A. Overton. 

After remarks by Rev. John S. Callaway, 
T. M. Bryan and others, the following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 

We, the citizens of Union Point and vicinity, 
who knew the Rey. W. A. Overton in his life time, 
and who fee! that the ramors and newspaper ac- 
counts of his unforttinate death does injustice to 
his family, as well as to the memory of Rev. W. A. 
Overton. We therefore feel that the cause of 
truth and justice demands that a plain statement 
of the facts touching his life and tragic death, 
should be given the publis, feeling that at the bar 
of public opinion a righteous verdict will be ren- 
dered. 

Mr. Overtun at the time of his death was sixty- 
five years old, he was in charge of five churches, 
scattered from Smyrna, in Greene county, to a 
charge in Columbia county, and in consequence of 
this great work was much overtaxed mentally and 
physically. 

He was an earnest and zealous minister of the 
gospel, faithful to his every trust and prompt in 
fulfilling his engagements to preach the gospel. 
This work was more than flesh and biood could 
endure, especially soto a man who was in the de- 
cline of life. His friends realized that he was fail- 
ing under these severe labors, and his faraily phy- 


‘sician, Dr. B. F. Daniel, informed Mr. Overton a 


few drys before his death that his strength and 
mind were overtaxed and that he would have to 
abandon his charges. 

That he committed suicide is true, but that it 
was the act of an insane man, no man who knew 
the deceased could fora moment doubt. That is 
the fnll cause and explanation of the suicide. 

We learn that away from home credence is 
given to rumors that he took his life because of 
criminal charges and exposures that were being 
made against him. We have carefully investi- 
— the charges and a cammittee of our citizens 

ave called uponthe lady whom it is said he in- 
sulted, anda certificate from her is nowin our 
possession exonerating him from any improper 
inotive or criminal intent. Aside from the fact 
that the man’s spotless life eloquently denies the 
charge, his venerable years precludes the possi- 
bility of its truth. 

Therefore, be it resolved, That we, the people 
who knew Rey. W. A. Overton, feel thatin his 
death the county has lostan upright citizen, and 
that our faith in his perfect honesty as a man and 
a minister of the gospel is complete and unshaken.

The convention which met in Atlanta 
yesterday may lead to direct trade with 
Europe. 

Sut it must be understood that this is a 
matter beyond the control of conventions. 
Colonel Goodyear, of Brunswick, explained 
the whole business in his interview printed 
in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION. 

Our governors and politicians can do very 
little. We must assure Europe that the 
railroad lines to our south Atlantic ports 
will give through bills of lading that will 
compete with anything offered by the north- 
ern ports, and it must be understood that 
our products are ready as a permanent 
thing to be shipped over the southern route. 
When the southern people and the mer- 
chants representing products worth fully 
$700,000,000 a year, and exporting the bulk 
of them, get together and convince the com- 
mercial world on the other side of the water 
that direct trade will be supported, it will 
come without delay. 

Our convention will direct public atten- 
tion to certain magnificent possibilities. It 
cannot go beyond that. The south will have 
direct trade with Europe when her peop!e, 
merchants and railroads pull for it, and not 
before. Perhaps we are ready for it now. 
Organized action will secure it. We can 
make it an accomplished fact when we take 
the proper steps in a business-like way.

Unfair Discrimination. 

Editor Medill, of the republican Chicago 
Tribune, makes a vigorous protest against 
the senseless and sectional discrimination 
that has been made against the south by 
republican senators in considering the tariff 
bill. 

He points out the fact that the southern 
democratic senators voted with the western 
republican senators, and against those of the 
east, in putting binding twine on the free 
list. 

As The Tribune says, this was equivalent 
to a gift to the farmers of the west of several 
millions of dollars. There was no feeling of 
reciprocity, however, among the western 
senators, for when they came to vote on the 
proposition to put cotton bagging on the free 
list, they placed themselves on _ record 
againsst the proposition. 

Editor Medill says that the western sena- 
tors have placed themselves and the repub- 
lican party in a false position, and that they 
cannot afford toremaininit. But in this 
Editor Medill is mistaken. The western re- 
publican senators voted according to prece- 
dent. Take away the sectionalism of the re- 
publican party, and there is nothing left of 
it. Take away the sectional issues it has 
raised, and it will be found that it has no 
real record outside of spovilation and extrava- 
gance since Abraham Lincoln died, 

Take, as an instance, the Conger lard bill. 
That measure is a direct attack on the negro 
farmers of the south, who add to their 
scanty profits the price they -get for their 
cotton seed, for which there was formerly no 
market. The refusal of the republicans to 
make cotton bagging free was another attack 
that will fall with especial force on the 
negro farmers—not only on those who own 
their little farms, but on those—the vast 
majority—who till the land as tenants and 
on shares. 

Practically, the bagging trust has been 
whipped out by the farmers, but it would 
have been a wise thing on the part of the 
western senators to give the death blow to 
the trust by putting bagging on the free list. 
Moreover, it would have been a great relief 
to thousands of negro farmers in the south

care for the negroes? a

are dockmen, miners, factory hands or farm- 
ers, every @ffort should be made to inquire 
into their grievances, and redress them when 
they are well founded. Itis bad policy to 
ignore them, relying uponthe bayonet to 
preserve order. 

The Southampton dockmen went too far 
when they interfered with travel and traffic, 
but men under such circumstances would 
naturally overstep the bounds of prudence. 
Such disturbances should be prevented by a 
willingness on the part of capital to hear the 
complaints of labor and do justice. 

It is a dangerous thing to shed the blood 
of the people in the interests of the pluto- 
crats. Weare drifting into the same fatal 
mistake in this country. Our corporations 
hire gangs of Pinkerton men to overawe 
and shoot down striking laborers. It is the 
worst thing that could be done. The work- 
ingmen of America and England will svon 
prepare to use force against force, and sol- 


diers and policemen cannot always be de- 


pended upon to slaughter them. 

The recent bloody riot in Vaiparaiso 
should be a warning to ¢apitalists and mo- 
nopolists everywhere. Human nature is 
about the same all over the world. Under 
certain conditions, the workingmen in any 
large European or American city are liable to 
resort to violence in what they consider a 
desperate emergency. 

If our plutocrats : in an age of Christian 
civilization persist in solidly arraying them- 
selves against the poor—if they increase the 
poverty and misery of men by their greed and 
injustiee-—if they use force to enslave the 
masses—then, as surely as the night fol- 
dows the day, they must expect lawless out- 
breaks, destruction and murder, 

The only remedy—the only preventive, is 
ustice, Men who work for a living are 
Pasuraily honest, or they would not work, 


ment established asimple and just system 
of arbitration that would enable the differ- 
ences between labor and capital to be 
speedily adjusted by judges appointed for 
life, and independent of every outside in- 
fluence, the decisions of such courts would 
be respected, and there would be no danger 
of bloodshed. 

It will never doina civilized country at 
the present time to shoot and butcher hon- 
est toilers because they try to protect them- 
selves from the oppression of unjust em- 
ployers. In this age the reign of the com- 
mon people is beginning to make itself felt. 
The men who do the work build up a coun- 
try and fight its battles, should have a voice 
in its government, and it is not safe to an- 
swer their appeals for justice with a volley 
of bullets. The sooner otr money devils and 
lords of monopoly learn this lesson the bet- 
ter it will be for them. 

Clarksen’s New Scheme. 

Word comes from Washington to the 
effect that General J. S. Clarkson, who has 
recently resigned from the office of first as- 
sistant postmaster general, is very anxious 
to start a great republican organ in some 
part of the country. The general, in look- 
ing around over the field, finds that the big- 
gest republican vacuum is in the solid south, 
and, according to all accounts, his patriotic 
bosom throbs and yearns with a desire to 
make this hole in the political atmosphere 
alive and resonant, as it were, with the un- 
blushing and unspeakable republican doc- 
trine represented by the honesty of Matt 
Quay, the refinement ‘of Joe Cannon, and 
the patriotism of J. B. Foraker. 

It is given out that General, Clarkson, in 
surveying this field, beholds in Atlanta the 
capital and centre of the south that is to be 
reclaimed and reformed, and that he will 
pitch his journalistic tent in this neighbor- 
hood. Thepurpose of the Clarkson republi- 
can organ will be to disseminate the trne 
tariff doctrine as dictated by the republican 
party. 

Just what that doctrine is, or will be, 
would be very difficult to say, just now. The 
breezy east, with its corden of monopolies 
and combines, isin favor of a prohibitory 
tariff, while the wild and woolly west is in 
favor of reciprocity, which is another name 
for free trade. It remains to be seen which 
tariff theory the republicans will endorse, 
whether free trade reciprocity or unlimited 
protection, but which ever it is, General 
Clarkson will support it with his new organ, 
and will endeavor to convert the manufac- 
turing classes. 

The announcement from which we gather 
these interesting details goes on to say that 
Clarkson is to spend a quarter of a million 
if necessary to provide a complete plant and an 
editorial staff, the brilliancy of which would 
make the paper sought after in spite of its 
politics. Thus far, however, he has found 
no one willing to go in with himin this en- 
terprise—no one, that is to say, who is will- 
ing to putupthe money, and itisto be feared 
that the necessary capital cannot be secured 
in a solid lump. 

And yet, there is no reason why General 
Clarkson should despair. Republican re- 
formers who are anxious to convert. the 
south on small capital have always before 
them the example of John E. Bryant, who 
at one time made Atlanta his headquarters. 

sryant was a reforimer of the ring-tailed 
variety, if we may be permitted to use the 
expression, and he went about his work with 
the ease and grace of a professional. He is- 
sued the prospectus of a newspaper ewhich 
was to have for its purpose the education of 
the southern whites, and by that means to 
bring them into the republican fold. His 
scheme turned out to be a very profitable 
one. With this prospectus, or perhaps a 
copy of his proposed newspaper in his pocket, 
he went about among the benevolent spin- 
sters and retired business men of New Eng- 
land, and collected large sums of money; and 
he did this fora long time, though we be- 
lieve his paper was never regularly pub- 
lished. 

Clarkson is much better known than Bry- 
ant, and he could work this schedule to per- 
fection. Perhaps he could get Bryant to aid 
him. At any rate he need not despair. 
The spinsters and the retired business men 
of New England have plenty of money left, 
and they are always ready to shell out to 
any fraud that knows how to’work’ on their 
sensibilities. 


A Famine In Ireland,

to be realized, so far as the Irish situation is 
concerned. 

The potato crop, according to the best ad- 
vices, is a total failure. Some planof relief 
must be decided upon.

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The Four Prohibition States. 
From The New York Sun. 

The people of two New Engiand states, namely, 
Maine and Vermont, live under prohibitory liquor 
laws. According to the theory upon -which the 
system of prohibition is founded, these communi- 
ties should be in an exceptionally flourishing 
condition. The census returns should indicate 
the benefits of state interposition to check the 
consequences of bad personal habits, and to steer 
the citizen straight in the pathway of sobriety, 
industry and thrift. 

What is the case? ‘In Maine, where prohibition 
has been on trial for nearity half a century, the 
growth of population during the past ten years 
has be2n about 9,000, or 1 4-10 per cent. 

In Vermont there has been no increase of popu- 
latidn, On the contrary, during ‘the ten years 
since 1880, which have witnessed such amazing 
progress in other commonwea!ths, there has becn 
an actual decrease of about 300 in the numer of 
Vermont’s inhabitants. 

New Hampshire, sandwiched between Maine and 
Vermont, and affected by atmost precisely ¢im- 
ilar conditions, except such as proeeed from 
mistaken experiments in sumptuary legislation, 
has grown just 10 per cent, while Maine was 
growing 14-10 percent and Vermont was losing 
ground, ° 

Turning to the west, where marvelous growth 
is tho rule on every side, we find the two pro- 
hibition states of Kansas and Iowa. Here the 
experiment is recent, but the system has been 
long enough on trial to produce results. 

In Kansas the increase in population during the 
ten years is from 996,096 to about 1,530,000, Vast 
as that increase seems to be, it is much smal'er 
than was to be expected. Against Kansas’s in- 
crease of 68 per cent, her neighbor at the north, 
Nebraska, has increased 122 per cent; and Colo- 
rado, her neighbor at the west, has increased 110 
percent. In the ten years betwe:n 1870 and 18380 
the gain of Kansas was 173 per cent. 

In Iowa the loss of headway is still more strik- 
ing. The gain of the ten years by that fertile and 
progressive state is only 296,000 on 1,624,615, or 18 
per cent. But in Nebraska, as we have seen, 
whose eastern boundary touches that of Iowa, the 
incretse has been 122 per cent, and inthe still 
older Minncsota, just to the north, the increase 
has been 8&1 per cent. 

. Phese figures are interesting, and they deserve 
the attention of everybody.

For the Senate—Hon, W. H. Venable. 
- For the Senate—Hon. Robert Todd. 
These are the two tickets that will be in 
the ficld when the election rolls around. 
Yesterday’s convention was the most re- 
goarkable Atlanta has ever known. For 
hours there was a deadlock, ballot after 
ballot being taken for chairman—1,613 in 
all. Then the Cobb and Clayton delega- 
tions withdrew to another part of the hall. 
Mr. Tyler Cooper was made chairman of 
the regular convention. Hon. W. H. Ven 
able was unanimousiy nominated for the 
senate, and an adjournment was taken un- 


til this morning. 

Mr. Perkinson was made chairman 
of the Cobb and Clayton dele- 
gates in this meeting. They were 
joined by Mr. Taliaferro, from Fulton, who 
made affidavit that he was a delegate to 
the convention, and Hon. Robert Todd was 
nominated for the senate. 

All of this occurred a few minutes be- 
fore midnight, thé convention having been 
in continuous session since noon. 

The story of the convention is an inter- 


esting one. 

Colonel Lewis W. Thomas calied the mees- 
ing to order. 

“I do so,” said he, “by authority vested in 
me by Hon. George F. Gober, chairman of the 
district executive comuinittee.’ 

Colonel! Thomas then read the resolution 
creating the cor.ven ion. 

‘And it may be well for me to state right 
here,’ said he, ‘‘that I hold my authority 
here.”’ 

He then read: 

CANTON, Ga., September 9.—Lewis W. Thomas, 
Secretary Democratic Executive Committee of the 
Thirty-fifth Senatorial District, Atlanta, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: It devolves npon me as chairman of 
the executive committee of the thirty-fifth sena- 
torial district to call the nominating convention 
to order and preside until it effects its organiza- 
tion. Iam here, holding court. H is inypossible 
for me to be present, and in my absence it de- 
volves upon you, as secretary, to attend to this 
duty. I write to ask that you be present and at- 


tend to it. 
As you remember the convention meets in At- 


lanta tomorrow at 12 o0’clock m. Truly yours, 
GEORGE F. Goren, Chairman. 

“Before proceeding to business,’’ he said, 
“J earnestly ask that our delibera- 
tions be carried on in harmony and 
with the utmost good feeling. Let the inter- 
est of the democratfc party be first with us 
and men second. Upon the unity of the demo- 
cratic party rests the future welfare of this 
country. The first business of the convention 
isthe presentation of the credentials cf the 
delegates tothe secretary, and as I am ccom- 

lled to act both as secretary and chairman, 
the credentials will bo examined by myself as 
secretary, and as chairman it becomes 
my duty to say who has prima 
facie evidence of their right to sit as delegates 
for the purpose of organizing the convention. 

“And when I pass on such credentials for 
this purpose, {I do not say that any man is or 
is not a delegate. This ‘matter of con- 
tested delegations will come up before the con- 
vention after it is properly organized. 

“ITnow ask, concluded Chairman Thomas, 
“for the credentials of the delegates from the 
three counties.”’ 

“IT have here the credentials of the Fulton 
county delegation,’”’ said Mr. C. 8S. Northen, of 
Fulton.

“The chair now has delegations from Fulton, 
Clayton and Cobb counties registered,’’ said 
the chairman. ‘‘Clayton county presents a 
contesting delegation which is before me, too.

The Senatorial Convention of This Dis- 
trict Splits and Two Candidates are 
Before the People. 


For the Senate—Hon, W. H. Venable. 
For the Senate—Hon. Robert Todd. 
These are the two tickets that will be in 
the field when the election rolls around. 
Yesterday's convention was the most re- 
markable Atlanta has ever known. For 
hours there was a deadlock, ballot after 
ballot being taken for chairman—1,613 in 
all. Then the Cobb and Clayton delega- 
tions withdrew to another part of the hall. 
Mr. Tyler Cooper was made chairman of 
the regular convention. Hon. W. H. Ven 
able was unanimously nominated for the 
senate, and an adjournment was taken un- 
til this morning. 
Mr. Perkinson 


was made chairman 
of the Cobb and Clayton  dele- 
gates in this meeting. They were 
joined by Mr. Taliaferro, from Fulton, who 
made affidavit that he was a delegate to 
the convention, and Hon. Robert Todd was 


nominated for the senate. 

All of this occurred a few minutes be- 
fore midnight, the convention having been 
in continuous session since noon. 

The story of the convention is an inter- 


esting one. 

Colonel Lewis W. Thomas calied the meet- 
ing to order. 

“I do so,” said he, “by authority vested in 
me by Hon. George F. Gober, chairman of the 
district executive committee.’”’ 

Colonel Thomas then read the resolution 
ereating the cor.ven ion. 

‘And it may be well for me to state right 
here,’ said he, ‘‘that I hold my authority 
here.”’ 

He then read: 

CANTON, Ga., September 9.—Lewis W. Thomas, 
Secretary Democratic Executive Committee of the 
Thirty-fifth Senatorial District, Atlanta, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: It devolves npon me as chairman of 
the executive committee of the thirty-fifth sena- 
torial district to call the nominating convention 
to order and preside until it effects its organiza- 
tion. Iam here, holding court. It is impossible 
for me to be present, and in my absence it de- 
volves upon you, as secretary, to attend to this 
duty. I write to ask that you be present and at- 


tend to it. 
As you remember the convention meets in At- 


lanta tomorrow at 12 o'clock m. Truly yours, 
GEORGE F. GOBER, Chairman. 

“Before proceeding to business,’’ he said, 
“J earnestly ask that our delibera- 
tions be carried on in harmony and 
with the utmost good feeling. Let the inte1- 
est of the democratfe party be first with us 
and men second. Upon the unity of the demo- 
cratic party rests the future welfare of this 
country. The first business of the convention 
isthe presentation of the credentials cf the 
felegates tothe secretary, and as I am com- 
pelled to act both as secretary and chairman, 
the credentials will bo examined by myself as 
secretary, and as chairman it becomes 
my duty to say who has prima 
facie evidence of their right to sit as delegates 
for the purpose of organizing the convention. 

“And when I pass on such credentials for 
this purpose, JI do not say that any man is or 
is not a delegate. This ‘matter of con- 
tested delegations will come up before the con- 
vention after it is properly organized. 

“Inow ask, concluded Chairman Thomas, 
“for the credentials of the delegates from the 
three counties.’’ 

“TI have here the credentials of the Fulton 
county delegation,’’ said Mr. C. 8. Northen, of 
Fulton. 

The paper was signed by Hon. W. R. 
Brown, chairman of the democratic executive 
committee, and certified to John T. Cooper, 
E. J. Roach, R. P. Kinyon, G. M. Hope, C. S. 
Northen and John Colvin. 

“This paper is the authority of the Clayton 
delegation, granted by a mass meeting,’ said 
Mr. James M. Walker. 

The paper was signed by John §S. Doyal, 
chairman of @ mass meeting, held in Jones- 
boro, and delegated the power to represent 
Clayton county to J. M. Walker and J. O. 
Hightower. 

“I have here,”’ said Mr. Huie, “the right

In calling the convention to order, Governor 
Gordon said that he did so with a heart full of

Colonel Wilberforce Daniel, of Augusta, 
moved that Hon. L. F. Livingston be granted 
the privileges of the floor, which was adopted. 

Mr. Calvin, of Augusta, suggested|that some 
one who was versed in the matters before the 
convention be heard from, and at once several 
voices called for Hon. C. P. Goodyear, of 
Brunswick. 

COLONEL GOODYEAR SPEAKS. 

After repeated calls,’ Colonel Goodyear 
advanced to the speakers’ stand and spoke at 
length. His speech was the feature of the 
morning session. in the course of his remarks, 
he said: 

Mr. resident and Gentlemen of the Conven- 

tion: Lam gladto see this convention called in 
thejgreat state of Georgia. I am glad to see it 
called in one of the states that has asouth Atlantic 
seaboard. lam glad to see North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Tennessee and Florida represented in 
this convention. Iam glad that this convention 
was calied at the instance of the state alliance of 
Georgia, representing the farmers of this section 
who have a deep interest in this 
movement for the benefit of the south, and who 
are in harmony with the complete progress, 
growth and development of the south tor the last 
ten years. .~I am glad that Governor Gordon, who 
has Leen always even with the foremost in every 
movement for the material interest of the south, 
called this convention to order, and I am glad that 
Hon. W..J. Northen, representing not only the 
farmers, but representing every true interest of 
the state of (;eorgia, has been made president of 
this couvention. 
@lhave known something of some efforts that 
have been made for direct trade in the south. In 
1871 when H. Ll. Kimball was the president of the 
Brunswick and Alabama railroad he sent a rep- 
resentative to Liverpoo], London, and Glasgow 
and secured an agreement with one of the 
strongest transportation lines in Great Britain to 
uta line of steamships on from Liverpool to 
grunswick. In October, 1871, the agent of that 
line was in Brunswick with the books 
of the line, the office .was opened 
and dates for the sailing of its ships 
were fixed. When, a short time later, the Bruns- 
wick and Albany railroad met with disaster, the 
construction company and the railroad company 
failed, and the railroad company went into the 
hands of a receiver, and that effort at direct trade 
was dead and buried. 

In 1882 the firm of which Iam a member, Good 
year & Kay, received a communication from & 
client in New York, stating to us that he was 
particularly interested in getting direct trade 
with Europe through a southern port and in- 
tended to make an effort to secure an especial 
line) of steamships connecting Liverpool, 
or some other point in England, 
witha south Atlantic port, and he asked our co- 
operation. We opened corresponce with the gen- 
tleman and the result was that he (and I believe 
he was an enthusiast) went to London and stayed 
there from 1882 to 1886, apparently on the verge of 
succeas frequently, finally meeting with an abso- 
lute and utter failure. The agreement was that 
he, upon his side, should pay the expenses of the 
work in England, and that we should pay the ex- 
penses of the work in Georgia. 

We devoted all the enthusiasm and all the 
energy of which we were capable to the work., We 

our experience Ssumewhat dearly, 

is my purpose today to 

give the result of that experience briefly, which 

resulted ultimately, in 18%6, in failure, and to ex- 

plain some of the difficulties with which we had 
to contend. 

There had been an effort made at Newport and 
at Norfolk to establish a direct line. We sought 
interviews with gentlemen connected with that 
effort and instituted an investigation to discover 
the causes of the failure of that line, for it failed. 
We found that during the cotton season, a period 
of about tive months, there was no difficulty in 
getting ail the .cargoes for export which 
were desirabice, but that for the remain- 
in seven months it was almost 
impossible to get cargoes, 80 that the line 
languished and finally died. 

They stated furthermore that, in order to 
compete with northern steamship lines, it was 
necessary to import goods into the south, theri by 
securing return cargoes. We found that the 
aggregate of imports into the south was sufticient 
to support two lines, but found further that no 
Single exporting house in any of the cities where 
we pursued the investigation were abie to tie up 
the amount,of money necessary to import car- 
goes and hold them for distribution. 

A gentleman from Spain, owning a line of 

sailing vessels in the lumber trade with South 
America,finding coffee selling ata rate that would 
make it a fine vemturé, purchased a cargo of 
coffee and intended to purchase other cargoes of 
coffee for brunswick. He tried at Macon, Atlanta, 
Knoxville and Memphis fora purchaser for his 
cargo of coffee. He even offered to sell the cargo 
at % cent less than he could get in New 
York, and finally for #4 cent less, but he was com- 
pelied to take the cargo to New York and sell it 
there, and bring his vessel back to load at Bruns- 
wick. He could bave afforded to sellat a lower 
rate in a southern port than he could getin New 
York, and thus save the expense of tripto New 
York and return. 
Iam as much nes as 
the hearing oo ~ voice of unre- 
stricted immigration, but I am in favor 
of controlled immigration. There is a class of 
emigrants from England and Germany and other 
countries who would make as good citizens as you 
can findin the south or elsewhere, and I amin 
favor of bringing them here. 

Direct trade here cannot compete witk direct 
trade in the northern cities until we avail our- 
selves of the transportation of these emigrants. I 
believe it would be beneficial to the interests of 
the south to establish direct lines and invite that 
class of emigrants into Gc. orgia, and every other 
state of the south. 

Texas 18 already invitinz them and so is Florida. 

That sort of immigration is needed to con- 
tinuethat prosperity which has been shown in 
the south for the last decade. Iam satisfied that 
from 1882 to 1886, when we we were making this 
effort, that the effort was premature. Iam satis- 
fied that at that time the south had not reached 
that state of acs pie! and growth that makes 
such an enterprise possible. 

I desire to read a few statistics in relation to 
the wonderful growth and development of the 
twelve states of the south, exclusive of Maryland 
and West pe ore in the ten years since 1880. I 
know it is said that figures are dull and uninter- 
esting. To me, when they speak of the growth of 
a@ section, of the growth of the country, they read 
like a romauce ; and when I prepared these figures 
for presentation to this convention, satisfied as I 
was that the south had been moving forward in 
strides unexampled in history, I was astounded by 
the figures. 

The taxable values of the south for 1879-80 were 
$2,164,792,795; for 1889-90 they were $3,685,868,283 ; 
an inciease of $1,521,075,488. 

The state, county and municipal indebtedness 
for the year 1879-80 was 10.9 per cent of the taxable 
values. By the reduction of that debt and in- 
crease of taxable values, it wasin 1889-90 by 5.4 
percent. Your investments in productive enter- 
clays for 1888 were $161,000,000 ; for 1889 they were 

229,000,000; an increase of $68,000,000 in one 
increase of exports for 1889 
over 1888 was 14 r cent for 
the whole country and for the twelve states 
named, 29 per cent. All these are figures that bear 
directly upon the question of direct trade. The

AN IMPORTANT RESOLUTION. 

The following resolution was introduced. by 
Colonel Mike Brown, of South Carolina: 

Resolved, That a charter be secured for a trans- 
portation company with a capital of $5,000,000, 
with power to increase to $25,000,000, and that the 
different seaport towns of the south, on the 
Atlantic coast line, be invited to subscribe, and 
the city subscribing most be selected as the port. 

The resolution was referred to the committee 
appointed to organize the movement of securing 
direct trade. 

Governor Fowle, of North Carolina, and 
Mr. Shelley, of Alabama, spoke, urging that 
several delegates, who were posted on the sit- 
uation, go before the main committee during 
the recess and make speeches. 

MR. HARTRIDGE’S RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Gazaway Hartridge, of Savannah, of- 
fered the following resolutions, which were 
referred to the main comunittee: 

Whereas, The south Atlantic ports have not re- 
ceived adequate appropriations for the improve- 
ment of their rivers and harbors; and, 

Whereas, It is essential, for the full and proper 
development of the agricultural, manufacturing 
and commercial interests of the south and west, 
that deep water be obtained in the said south At- 
lantic ports; and, 

Whereas, The developing of these ports will 
engender competition and thereby bring about.a 
reduction of freight and the more expeditious 
handling of the products of the country; there- 
fore, be it 

Resolved, That this body earnestly urge upon 
our members of congress and senators the neces- 
sity of securing such appropriations as are neces- 
sary to the speedy improvement of the harbors of 
such ports. 

The convention then adjourned and the 
committee on plans for organizing the move- 
ment for direct trade held a meeting, electing 
Governor Fowle, of North Carolina, chairman. 

The Afternoon Session. 

The convention reassembled at 3:30 o’clock, 
and was called to order by Chairman Northen. 

“The first thing in order,’’ said the chair- 
man, ‘‘is the report of the committee on plan 


of business.”’ 
THE COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Governor Fowle, Chairman of the commit- 
tee, made a report in behalf of the committee. 

The report showed that the resolutions pre- 
sented by Mr. Hartridge to the committee 
came up and were adopted with such amend- 
ments as provided for an effort to get aid fram 
congress, not only for the south Atlantic cdast,. 
but for the gulf coast, aiso. 

The resolution of Mr. Mike Brown, of South 
Carolina, was met with opposition in the com- 
mittee room, but the fullowing set of resolu- 
tions were reported instead, which cover the 
ground. 

Resolved, That this committee recommend to 
to this convention the creation of a corporation 
to promote direct trade at some port on the south 
Atiantic coast, and another to promote direct 
trade at some gulf port, each company to be cap- 
italized at $1,000,009, with power to increase to 
$10,000,000. 

Resolved, That this committee recommend to 
the convention the adoption of the following reso- 
lution: 

Resolved, That this convention recommend 
the seclection of the alliance of each southern 
state of a delegation of twelve, and by each orran- 
ized commercial body of each city in the south of 
ore from each of such bodies, to meet in Atlanta 
on the second Wednesday of January, 1891, to per- 
fect the details for the organization of two com- 
panies to promote direct trade and to perfect a 
pln for soliciting subscriptions to the stock of 
such companies. 

After some discussion the report was 
adopted with the amendment of Mr. James B. 
Hunnicutt that each state agricultural society 
and each state grange be represented by dele- 
gates at the next @pnvention and that the gov- 
ernors of each state be delegates, 

GOVERNOR FOWLE’S SPEECH. 

In support of the report, Governor Fowle 
made a powerful and ringing speech. 

‘Mr. Speaker,’’ said he, ‘I don’t think 
there has ever been a convention in the south 
upon which so much depends as upon the de- 
liberations of this meeting. There is, indeed, 
much for our willing hands and willing minds 
to do. 

‘A child may stand upon one of the loftiest 

aks of the mighty Alps and in a feeble way 

et falla stone, that may in its descent cut 
loose great boulders of snow and ice, and send 
it hurling down to do destruction and devasta- 
tion. So may we, also, start down a stone 
today, but it will be one that will carry peace 
and prosperity to the whole of oursunny south. 
er er 

‘The time is- truly coming when the ques- 
tions of tariff and direct trade and other im- 
portant issues will cease to be political meas- 
ures at our national capital, but will be viewed 
as issues for or against the American union 
instead of foror against parties. Governor 
Gordon says this question of direct trade for 
the south is not sectional in its nature. 

“Sectional? Sectional? Increased loyal 
and devotion to the union, rather. Go stan 
upon a lone rock in mid-ocean, and watch the 
white-winged messengers of commerce flit 
ever onward by. There was a time, sir, when 
you would see them carrying the proud flag of 
our fathers, the sacred stars and stripes of our 
common country. [(Cheers.] 

“But, my countrymen, the scenes have 
changed. Standing there today you see 
every other flag trip lightly over the deep, 
blue waters, but seldom do you observe the 
red, white and blue. What is the cause? 
Why, sir, the present iniquitous tariff has 
done it.”” [Great applause. ] 

Governor Fowle’s speech was well received, 
and placed him at once among the con- 
spicuous and most ardent agitators of the di- 
rect trade movement. |

They will hold a meeting in Atlanta this 
morning to discuss plans for establishing a 
more thorough and complete school of agri- 


| culture on the university farm at Athens. 


As is already known, the farm has been peg- 
lected very much within the past few years by 
the state, and the college there has been aban- 
doned. 

This is known as the “old rock college,” 
where in former days a flourishing agricul- 
tural college was conducted along with the 
Franklin college, or the State Universary pro- 
per.

THE TRAGIC DEATH OF CHARLEY 
COOPER IN HOUSTON, TEX. 


The Particulars Published in the Houston 
Post of the Sad Ending of the Life of 
a Well-Known Atiantan, 


It was suicide.

Hon. John Tyler Cooper, his brother, ! a8 t- 
ceived copies of The Houston Post, cont: mi ig 
the details of the tragedy. 

The first is dated September 3d, and the ac- 
count is as follows: 

On Monday afternoon a man was found on the 
south side of Buffalo bayon, opposite the water- 
works, in a dying condition. The matter-being 
referred to the proper authorities, he was re 


} moved to Yieming & Co.'s office on Texas avenue. 


Health Ofticer Dr. James Boyles was sent forand, 
upon examination, a box labelled ‘“Morphine— 
Poison” was found on his’ »:rron, which, the 
doctor stated, would hold about twenty 
grains of the poison. Everything was done, 
even to giving him electric shocks, but all 
to no avail, and at 7:00 o’clock he died. Some 
parties who saw him stated his name was Cooper; 
that he had been in the city only a few days, but 
some twelve years ago he resided here. Ina plain 
hand was found the following paper: “I had a 
little trouble last evening. I don’t care to relate 
the circumstances, but I got my throat cut by 
Kid Nash. Ihad no showing on earth. To John 
Valentino, goodbye; may heaven's choicest biess- 
ings crown you with success,” etc. There was no 
signature to this note. The cut’ he referred to 
was a gash about aninch longand half an inch 
deep, under the left jaw. Yesterday a Post re- 
porter called on Dr. Boyles and questioned him in 
reference to the case. He said: “I do not think 
the wound had anything to do with his death, but 
know that he came to his dedth from the'effects 
of morphine poison,” said Dr. Boyles. He was 
asked how he thought the wound was made and 
he answered, “It was certainly done with a knife.” 
Mr. Nash was sought by arecporterand the follow- 
ing is his statement in reference to the difficulty 
he had with Mr. Cooper; which is corroborated by 
an eye-witness: “On Sunday night, about 8 
o'clock, I was passing by the corner of Congress 
and Travis streets, by whatis known as ‘Stern’s 
corner.’ Isawtwo men fighting and recognized 
them as Ben Tuttand Cooper, both were drinking. 
Tutt knocked Cooper down and was about to 
stamp him, when I grabbed him and told him he 
should not abuse a druuken man in any such 
manner, Tutt left and Cooper walked off, but re- 
turning commenced calling mea —— —— and 
saying I was against him. I told him 
I had acted as his friend, but he must not abuse 
me in any such manner. He said I was a lying 
I struck him twice with my fist, knocking 
him down, and I kicked him under the jaw. [left 
him. 
were bosom friends. I saw Cooper Monday morn- 
ing at Valentino’s saloon, and he apologized for 
what he had catled me and we made friends. He 
said he needed some money to pay his room rent, 
and I told him to meet me at 8 o’clock that night 
and I would give it to him. This is the last I saw 
of him.”

He went to Fleming & Co.’s 
undertaking establishment, and viewing the re- 
mains found that it was in fact the Charley 
Cooper he knew. He requested the body to be 
kept until he could telegraph his brother, Hon. 
Tyler Cooper, “™ex-mayor and at pres- 
ent secretary of the board of commissioners of 
Atianta, Ga. Yesterday afternoon Mr, Con- 
neli received an answer requesting him 
to take charge of the remains and seethat they 
were decently interred. He secured a lot in 
“Stranger’s Rest’’ in Glenwood cemetery, where 
Charley Cooper will be laid to rest this morning. 


Mr. Connell states that Mr. Cooper first came to., 


Texas asa surveyor, and has been out with sev- 
eral parties locating lands in different portions of 
the state. When he saw Mr. Cooper on Sunday he 
seemed depressed and downhearted, and did not 
appearas the boy of old. He wasa direct de- 
scendant of President Tyler. He leaves three 
brothers and two sisters to mourn his death. He 
was forty-three years of age. Judge Holland held 
an inquest yesterday, but has not rendered his de- 
cision. The funeral will take place at 8:50 o’clock 
this morning fromthe hallof the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. 

The other paper is dated September 4th and 
gives the following short notice of the funeral: 

Yesterday the funeral of Charles Cooper took 
place from the rooms of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association. The funeral services were con- 
ducted by Rey. E. D. Junkin, pastor of the First 
Presbyterian church. A few friends were present 
to pay their last sad tribute of respect to the de- 
ceased. After the services the remaina were 
taken to Glenwood cemetery, where they were 
buried in ‘Strangers’ Rest.” 

Chariey Cooper was well known in this city, 
where he leaves three brothers, Hon. John 
Tyler Cooper, Mr. Fred Cooperand Mr. Tom 
Cooper, and one sister, Mrs. F. M. Myers.

Down by the Executive Committee. 


October 14th is the day for the county primary 
for the nomination 6f candidates for the var- 
ious county offices. 

These are sheriff, clerk, treasurer, tax col- 
lector, tax receiver, coroner and county sur- 
veycr. 

The matter was settled by the county demo- 
cratic executive committee yesterday. 

The meeting was called to order by Hon. 
Walter R. Brown, chairman, shortly after 12 
o’clock. 

In the absence of Secretary Thomas, Mr. W. 
H. Thomas was requested to act as secretary.

OBJECT OF THE MEETING. 

Hon. Walter R. Brown explained the object 
of the meeting as being to arrange for the _pri- 
mary election for the choosing of candidates of 
the democratic party for the various county 
offices to be elected at theregular county elec- 
tions. 

After this explanation the meeting was for- 
mally opened and Colonel A. J. West offered 
the following resolution: 

It 1s ordered that a primary election be held on 
the second Tuesday, October 14th, for the purpose 
of relecting a democratic candidate for each of 
the following offices to be elected in January 
next: Sheriff, clerk, treasurer, tax collector, tax 
receiver and county surveyor. Under the follow- 
ing rules: 

. Polls shall be opened in all the six wards of 
the city of Atlanta from 70’clock a. m. to 3 o’clock 
p- m., and in the county precincts from 8 o'clock 
a. m. to 3 ab pated m; such polling places to be 
managed and conducted by three managers to be 
appointed by a subcommittee of five from this 
body, and the executive committee to be 
by the chairman and the. chair- 
man ro tem.; said managers shall 
consolidate the vote and reportthe sameto this 
committee at the courthouse by 12 o’clock on the 
next day a‘tersaid election. 

2. In said election only democrats who shall have 
registered withthe tax collector of the county 
Shall be entitied to vote. Each person ‘shall vote 
in the ward or militia district in which he lives. 
A list of the registered voters shall be furnished 
the managers by the subcommittee of five abore 
referred to, 

3. In the interest ofa fair and honest election 
the use of carriages for hauling voters to the 
polls and employment of workers to solicit votes 
are strictly prohibited. The candidate who either 
directly or indirectly, in persor or through others, 
shall violate this rule will be declared not re ni- 
nated, whether he receives a majority of the votes 
cast or not. 

CAPTAIN WEST EXPLAINS. 


Captain West followed the introduction of 
the resolutions in a short address, advocating 
the holding of the primary on the same day as 


the waterworks bond elections, so as to relieve | 


the people from the. necessity of being called 
out so often. 
In addition to that, he showed that a certain 


class of citizens, taxpayers and license payers, 


are compelied to close their doors every time 
there is anelection, whether primary or gen- 
eral, and by having the primary on that day it 
would relieve them of the necessity of losing 


an extra day. 

Mr. West also advocated the early closing 
hours so as to prevent any chance of fraud on 
account of the lateness of the hour. 

As soon as he sat down Mr. Bosche arose 
and offered the following resolutions: 

Resolved, 1. That a democratic primary be held, 
at which only white democrats are allowed to vote, 
on the —— day of ——- 1890, upon the conditions 
and under the same rules as obtained in the pri- 
mary for senatorial and congressional delegates 
held in August last, except that im each ward 
there shall be two precincts to be fixed at such 
places as a committee of one from each ward and 
the chairman of the democratic committee shall 
designate. 

2. That the registration list shallbe used, and 
that when a person has voted his name shall be 
stricken, or marked to indicate that such person 
has voted, and that the executive committee shall, 
before the result is announced, make 
comparison of the list and see whether 
or not there has been any illegal 
practices such as repeating or otherwise indulged 
for the primary. If it should be discovered that 
there has been repeating, said fact shall be 
brought to the attention of the committee, together 
with the names of the —— repeating, and th 
vote or votes 80 illegally cast shall be thrown out 
and the names of the repeaters shall be furnished 
the proper officers 80 that the parties may be 
prosecuted. 

3. That the city polls shall be open from 7 a. m., 
and close at 7 p. m., and the county precincts from 
9 a.m. to 3p. m. 

Quite a lengthy discussion followed as to the 
duplicating of the voting places, andas to the 
date of holding the ejections. 

Mr. Bosche supported his resolution for dupli- 
cating the boxes with a strong argument. 

A LIVELY DISCUSSION 
ensued which was participated in by a number 
of the committee. 

Mr. Culberson advocated the original mo- 
tion, and gave it as hisopinion that the prima- 
ries should not be conducted in a manner an- 
tagonistic to the general election laws. He 
held that the executive committee should not 
sanction a duplicate system of polling places 
when such a thing could not be done in the 
general elections. 

Captain W. H. Brotherton said that the 
last primary was as fair an election as had 
ever been held in Fulton county, and had 
given as general satisfaction. He was in 
favor of the original resolution. 

Finally, Mr. Bosche withdrew his  sub- 
stitute, and the original resolutions, with 
the amendment that the time of opening in 
the city should be from7o’clock a.m. to6 
o’clock p. m., were adopted, except 
that on motion of Mr. Postell a substitute to 
the second section was offered, so as to make 
it read ‘‘white democrats’’ instead of ‘‘demo- 
crats,’’ and was adopted. 

Mr. Culberson was opposed to this, but it 
was carried by a majority vote of the meet- 


ing. 

The committee then adjourned to meet 
again at 12 o’clock, October 15th, to consoli- 
date the returns at the primaries.

guE SENATE DISPOSES OF If AT 
LAST. 


The Vote by Which it. Passed—A Conference 
Asked—Speaker Need Returns Dut 
Does Not Preside Overthe House, 


WASHINGTON, September 10-—The tariff 
bil] was taken up in Wie senate, the question 
being on its passage, six hours being al- 
lowed to close discussion, after which a vote 
Istobe taken. Mr. Hoar opened the debaie 
on the republican side, devoting himseif prin- 
tipally to the rect} rocity feature of the bill. 

Mr. ITiscock followed. Hé commenced his 
ppeech with a bitter arra’gument of demo- 
cratic senators, who, he said, had surpassed 
their predecessors and themseives in. chariat- 
anism, deimagegue'sm, misrepresentation and 
insincere professions of devotion to the indus- 
trial interests oi country. He extended 
his attack tothe democratic party, which he 
characterized in terms similar to those applied 
to the senators themselves. 

Mr. Vest followed in opposition to the bill, 
and then Mr. Vest paid his respects to Mr. 
Hisceck. He would not emulate the example of 
the senator fronr New Yors ana follow him into 
the domain of cpithet and vituperation.

CONDITION OF CROPS, 


Statistical Kepert of the Department of 
Agriculture. 

WASHINGTON, September 10.—The statisti- 
cal returns of the department of agriculture 
for September are less faverable for cotton 
than those of August. On the Atlantic coast 
rains following seasons of drought caused rust 
and shedding of leaves and fruit impairment, 
the condition being eight points in South 
Carolina and Georgia and nine in Alabama. 
Local reductions reported in North Carolina 
though average in condition are slightiy low- 
ered, through heavy rainsand cool nights. The 
condition in Tennessee is well nsaintatned and 
the crop there is still growing and fruiting. 

In Mississippi ra‘ns in July and earlyin Au- 
gust caused local iniury, not so serious as in 
the nore eastern states, and the overtiowed 
districts in Louisiana. 

Lousiana reports an improvement, and the 
average condition forthe state is higher, not- 
withstanding local reductions. 

The Arkansas average aiso is slightly ad- 
vanced. 

Texas has suffered from drought in central 
and western counties, which was reported last 
month and has caused a slight further im- 
pairment in condition. The general average 
is reduced from 8.05 to 8.55, which is a fraction 
lower than the record of September, 1589, 
State averages: Virginia, 93; North Car- 
o'ina, 95; South Carolina, 87; Georgia, 86; 
Florida, 90; Alabama, 84; Mississippi, ‘87; 
Louisiana, 03; Texas, 77; Arkansas, 89; Ten- 
nessee, (+. 

There is very little mention of the cater- 
pillar, but the boll-worm has been unusually 
prevalent and active from Georgia to Texas 
and more injurious in the more western por- 
tions of the belt. 

A FALLING OFF IN POTATOES. 

Figures for potatoes have fallen since Au- 
gust Ist from 77.4 to 65.7, the lowest average 
ever reperied, that} of 1687, being 67.4 

IMPROVEMENT IN TOBACCO. 

Tobacco has improved materially during the 
month, the average being 82.4—much better 
than in the August report, but lower than the 
July condition. 

The reported point for fattening swine is 
97 per cent, and their condition 93.7. 

THE GRAIN CROPS. 

National crop reports for September show 
that the injury to the corn crop reported last 
month was jntensified by the continuance of 
the drought in August, until rains came to its 
relief, but too late for full recovery. On the 
coast, from New Jersey to Maryland, and in 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, Ar 
kansas and Missouri, as alsoin northern New 
England and Florida, there is an improvement 
since August Ist. In Michigan, Wisconsin 
and Indiana, and in Georgia, Alabama, Louis- 
iana and Texas, the condition is unchanged. 

A decline occurred in New York, Ohio, 
Ulinois and fh all northwestern states, and in 
some others of less importance. Average, 
70.1, against 73.3 last month. 

A LOW AVERAGE. 

It is the lowest September average since 
1881. Thecropislatein the eastern states, 
requiring maturing weather throughout 
September. It is also late and variable in 
development in Maryland and Pennsylvania. 

The Atlantic coast states return a relatively 
high condition, impaired locally by effects and 
midsummer drought and later storms, in Ten- 
nessee, Mississippi, Arkansas and Texas. The 
drought is more or less severe from the 20th of 
June to the middle of August. There is a re- 
duced condition, too low for subsequent 
recovery, as the crop was maturing or ripe be- 
fore the rains came. 

The Ohio valley and the Missouri valley re- 
port a protracted drought and low condition. 
While the rains of the last two weeks of 
August have been beneficial nearly every- 
where, they have not always restored the 
losses of the first half of the month. In_ bot- 
tom lands, where the growth was maintained, 
the recent rainfall was too late to make a good 
crop, while drier uplands were beyond re- 
covery. The lowest condition is in Kansas, 
though some of the eastern counties make 
good returns. The Dakotas and Nebraska are 
alittle higher. The crop is late, and will re- 
quire as much time to mature on the latitude 
of 40 degrees as for earlier varieties grown on 
the line of 42 degrees. 

WINTER WHEAT. 

Returns of the condition of winter wheat at 
the time of harvesting are less favorable than 
those of the first of July. So faras threshing has 
progressed, the results are generally disappoint- 
ing. The July average was 76.2; present aver- 
age 73.5. 

The general average of spring wheat has 
also been reduced from 83.2 to 79.8; average 
for wheat of both kinds is 75.5. In 1888 Sep- 
tember average for wheat was77. It was 73 
in 1881. The yield of spring wheat is un- 
usually variable in the Dakotas, ranging from 
high yields to five bushels and less per acre. 
Progress of threshing will develop the extent 
of these differences. 

Rye yields less than expected, as the condi- 
tion as reported is reduced to 85.4. 


The September condition of oats is the low- | 


est ever reported, having fallen from 70.1 in 
August “fe 64.4. The rate of yield will be 
smaller than in twenty years. 
_ The condition of barley is not very seriously 
lowered, from 82.8 to 78.6. 
Buckwheat has fully maintained its August 
condition, the average being 90.5 against 90.1.

THE E STOCK & MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stook 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 10.—Duliness in the 
stock market has been most marked today, al- 
though in a few stocks, wh-ch have been promi- 
nent through the attention paid them by the 
bears in their efforts to get prices off, were com- 
paratively active and showed a considerable 
movement. while in the general list stagnation 
was the order of the day. Therally of yesterday 
was Still in progress at the opening of business, 
and materia!iv higher ficures were reached in 
some case?, but confidence in the future, which 
has of late received such severe set-backs, was 
not sufficient to continue the buying until prices 
had heen put upon a materially higher plane. The

There was no news of a character to have 
any materi: ial influence upon the course of prices, 
and afterthe first demand had been Satisfied 
prices settied back again and duliness and stag- 
mation soon overspread the whole market, even 
leading stocks becoming quite motionless with 
the rest of the Hist. Chicago dispatches stated 
that oti a8 gas had compromised its differences 
with the city, but had had to reduce the prices of 
gas from $1.25 to $1 per 1,000. This wag of such a 
neutral character that it took all the life out of 
the stocks and from leading actives, practically, 
it subsided into the most profound dullness, with 
no movement in either direction. 
fnge for the tirst week in September were well re- 
ceived and the effect was similarto that in Chi- 
caco gas, but the pressure was still kept up on 
Burlington and Quincy, and in the afternoon that 
stock was hammered down to something below 
its opening figure, notwithstanding the improved 
feeling eng: ndered by the prospects of easy 
money in the immediate future from payments of 
interest upon fonr per cents, of which So large an 
amount was presented that the clerical force of 
the sub-treasury was unable to cope withit.
